N e w Y o r k , April IO.—The first ma­ 
terial outcome of the pan-Am erican 
congress 
to 
bring 
about a com­ 
m ercial am algam ation of the United 
States and the republics of 
South 
and 
Central 
America will -have a 
practical dem onstration at noon to-day 
when the steam ship Newport, of the 
Pacific mail steam ship line, sails for 
South America, carrying as passengers 
tw o corps of em inent engineers, thor­ 
oughly equipped to m ake a survey for 
a railw ay system 3,000 miles in length 
and extending nearly the entire length 
of South America. 
The party will be absent for about 
tw o years. 
Each member of it has 
signed a contract agreeing to continue 
in the 
performance 
of 
his 
duties 
for not 
less than one year. 
The 
salaries of 
the engineers 
will be 
paul by 
the 
United States 
gov­ 
ernm ent. 
The 
project which 
they 
have in charge 
furnishes

posed railroad or system of railroads 
involves in its construction the sur­ 
m ounting of natural obstacles which 
have hitherto been considered uncon­ 
querable.
